Will ineet This Week at IndianapoBis 
to Consolidate Their Forces.^ 


(Indianapolis News.) 


Next Thursday delegates from the 
various organizations of farmers in In- 
diana will meet in the agricultural 
rooms at the state house for the purpose 
of organizing a political league. The 
farmers have long 
complained 
that 
legislation has been chiefly in the inter- 
est of commercial and professional men 
and against the welfare of the tiller of 
the soil. 
Now they are learning the 
power which exists in concerted action, 
and propose to organize and have the 
course of affairs changed, or hold some- 
body strictly accountable. 


For two or three years farmers in 
various sections of the state have been 
forming societies among themselves for 
mutual protection a d advantage. 
This 
c 'mm-iii movement toward a union of 
iiit«-re>it!> hcis re.-ult- d in the esta* lish- 
iient of teevt^ra.1 clifter«;nt societiec, each 
With numex-ous V)muches rr 
lodges. 
Some of these societies are the Farmers' 
iMutual Benefit Assojiatiou, The Farm- 
ers' Alliance, The Wheel, The Patrons 
of Industry, The Grange, etc. The 
aggregate membership of these bodies 
is very large, possibly near 100,000. 


The movement toward union has been 
steiidily forward, and now the idea of 
many leaders in the various societies is 
that there should be a league for politi- 
cal purposes, in which all the organiza- 
tions should join. 


With this end in view, the meeting is 
called for next Thursday, and every 
organized body of farmers in the state 
is invited to send delegates. 
It is the 
intention of the leaders to discuss and 
adopt a series of resolutions which shall 
embody the desires of the agricioltural 
class, and that candidates for public 
oflfice will be required to pledge their 
support to these desires before receiving 
the farmers' vote.

Over fifteen thousand dollars 
have already been subscribed for the 
statutes. The spot selected is the very 
best that could have been chosen. A 
point of great advantage to an army in 
time of war, high and easily defended, 
where three states meet, Virginia, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, it was many 
times fiercely fought for by the armies 
to whose leaders these statutes are, in 
the days of peace, to be erected. The 
thought that suggested their erection is 
a beautiful one. Let the antagonism of 
the war be forgotten; and let the great 
north and the great south clasp hands 
in friendly greeting and vie with each- 
other in commercial pursuits and the 
advancement of the interests of the 
nation, in defense of whose flag against 
a foreign foe both people would now be 
willing to si)end their treasure and shed 
their blood.

T l l £ DBMOCIIATIC TICKBT. 


The ticket nominated last Saturday by 
the democracy of this couniy is an ex- 
ceptionally strong one. The candidates 
are well known. THE SENTMEL has 
given a full tuid complete account of 
the proceedings of the convention and 
it now gives a brief pencil picture of the 
candidates nominated. 


Dr. J. D. Morgan, whose name heads 
Hie ticket as the candidate of the pariy 
for state senator, resides in Monroe 
township, where he is actively engaged 
in the practice of medicine. He was 
bom in Cummingsville, Tenn., thirty- 
three years ago. His iather was a phy- 
sician of more than ordinary fame, of 
Welsh lineage and in his mother's veins 
the Irish blood flowed, she being a de- 
scendant of a prominent family. Dr. 
Morgan graduated at Burritt college in 
Tennessee and afterwards entered the 
Eclectic medical college at Atlanta, Ga., 
from which he graduated in 1881. I n 
1882 he located in this county where he 
has resided ever since. He is a self- 
made man, a Master Mason and has a 
large practice as a physician. 


John Beigler, one of the nominees for 
the lower house of the state legislature, 
was born in Fairfield county, Ohio, in 
1833. He was raised on a farm,received 
an excellent common school education 
and when he became a young man en- 
gaged for several years in the profession 
of teaching. He came to this state in 
1857 and settled in Lafayette township, 
where he now resides. He is one of the 
prominent farmers of the couSty and 
has met with success in his calling. H e 
is a member of the Grace Eeformed 
church of this city and also belongs to 
Harmony Lodge, No. 19, I. O. O. F . 


Hon. S. M. Hench, the other candi- 
date for the state legislature, was born 
in Juniata county, Penn., in 1846. H e 
received a good common school educa- 
tion and was attending an academy 
when, in 1862, the war spirit struck 
him and he enlisted in company F., 
126 
Pennsylvania 
volunteers. H e 
was severely wounded at the battle 
of Fredricksburg on the 13th day of 
December, 1862, and with hie regiment, 
was mustered out of service in 1863. 
He came to Fort Wayne in September 
of that year and after working on a farm 
near the city for a while, enlisted in the 
83rd Indiana Regiment and served until 
the close of the war. He afterwards 
attended college, taught school and in 
1869 was admitted to the bar. He was 
elected prosecuting attorney of the 
criminal court of this county and after- 
wards judge of the criminal and supe- 
rior courts. I n 1888 he-was appointed 
as chief of the law division in the 
second comptroller's office of the treas- 
ury department at Washington, and 
upon his retirement from this, resumed 
the practice of law in this city. 


0. M. Dawson, the candidate for su- 
perior court judge, is forty-two years of 
age. He graduated at a college in 
Pennsylvania, and in 1869 came to this 
city and took a position as assistant 
cashier of the Merchants National bank. 
He afterwards became the cashier of the 
institution and served as such for three 
years, when, with an ambition to be- 
come a lawyer, he studied for that pro- 
fession, attended law school at Albany, 
N. Y., and in 1877 was admitted to prac- 
tice by the New York supreme court. 
He began practice in this city and was 
afterwards elected prosecuting attorney 
of the county and served as such for 
four years. 


P. B. Colerick, who was nominated 
for the office of prosecuting 
attorney, 
comes from one of the oldest and best 
known families in Fort Wayne, 
all the 
male members of which are or have been 
distinguished for their abilities and 
legal knowledge. He was born in this 
city, is thirty-six years of age and has 
always resided here. Mr. Colerick was 
educated in our public schools, and 
after leaving them studied law with his 
brother, John Colerick, now dead, and 
was admitted to practice in 1880. He 
has attained success as a practitioner, 
possesses legal talents of a superior or- 
der. 


Daniel W. Souder, who was nomi- 
nated for the office of clerk of court, 
was bom forty-two years ago last Satur- 
day, in Perry county, Penn. 
His early 
life was spent on a farm with his father, 
in Pennsylvania and later in Ohio. He 
received a good common school educa- 
tion and learned the carpenter's trade, 
coming to Fort Wayne in 1872 and se- 
curing employment in the Pittsburg 
oar shops here. In 1876 he was serving 
as a brakeman on the railroad, when an 
accident occurred and he lost both of 
his feet. 
Two years later he secured a 
position in the county auditor's office 
and in 1879 went into the clerk's office 
as a deputy, a position he has filled u p 
until the time he commenced his can- 
vass for the office to which he is now 
nominated. 


A. F . Glutting, the nominee of the 
party for auditor, was born in this city 
in 1854, and is therefore thirty-six years 
of age. He has resided in this city all 
his life, received his education at the 
German schools and the Brothers' 
schools and is thoroughly familiar with 
both the English and German lan- 
guages. 
Upon leaving school he took a 
position as clerk in the county record- 


er's office at $2 a "week and worked his 
way n p to depafy reoorder in which 
capaoiiy he remained for several years. 
Nine yetOB ago, with Mr. K J. Bauer, 
he entered the real estate and insurance 
business and is at present engaged in 
it. 
He is a splendid ^conntant and is 
in every way qualified for the responsi- 
ble duties of the office for which he is a 
candidate. 


Geo. W. Fickel, the candidate for re^ 
corder, was bom at Lima, O., in 1850. 
He is a self-made man and has worked 
his way through life on his own merits 
and ability. 
Left an orphan in early 
life his misfortune was increased by 
losing an arm when he was only eight 
years old by being thrown from a horse. 
He attended school at Lima, O., one of 
his 
teachers 
being 
Senator 
Calvin 
Brice's wife and the other Brice himself, 
and secured a good education, two years 
of his school days being spent in Fort 
Wayne. 
H e returned to Lima and 
a few years after was made baggage 
master of the Pennsylvania company at 
that place. 
This position he gave up in 
1871 to come to this city to take the po- 
sition of yard master of the Pennsyl- 
vania company, serving in that capacity 
for eleven years. He then entered the 
freight office and by successive promo- 
tions was advanced to the position of 
rate clerk, which he now holds. He is 
an excellent penman and has good busi- 
ness qualifications. 
Mr. Fickel is pop- 
ular among the railroad men. 


Edward Beckman, the candidate of 
the party for county treasurer, has been 
a life-long resident of Allen 
county, 
having been bom and reared on the 
farm of his father in Washington town- 
ship. He is forty-five years of age. 
His father hewed a home for himself 
among the then forests of Washington 
township in pioneer times, and when 
the son grew to manhood he followed 
the farmer's avocation and became emi- 
nently successful. 
Mr. Beckman has a 
pleasant home and a fertile farm of 380 
acres and is one of the esteemed and 
prominent fai-mers of the county. He 
obtained a good education in our 
Lutheran schools and is honored by his 
party and his wide circle of friends for 
his ability and straight-forward business 
ways. 


Geo. H. Viberg, the candidate for 
sheriff, is a little over forty-one years of 
age. He was born in 
Huntington 
county in this sti te, and when seven 
years old, with his p ¡rents, moved to 
this county, settling in Cedar 
Creek

have already been subscribed for the 
statutes. The spot selected is the very 
best that could have been chosen. A 
point of great advantage to an army in 
time of war, high and easily defended, 
where three states meet, Virginia, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, it was many 
times fiercely fought for by the armies 
to whose leaders these statutes are, in 
the days of peace, to be erected. The 
thought that suggested their erection is 
a beautiful one. Let the antagonism of 
the war be forgotten; and let the great 
north and the great south clasp hands 
in friendly greeting and vie with each- 
other in commercial pursuits and the 
advancement of the interests of the 
nation, in defense of whose flag against 
a foreign foe both people would now be 
willing to spend their treasure and shed 
their blood.

THE SEXTIXEL has 
given a full and complete account of 
the proceedings of the convention and 
it now gives a brief pencil picture of the 
candidates nominated. 


Dr. J. D. Morgan, whose name heads 


the ticket as the candidate of the parh 
for state senator, resides in Mouroo 
township, where he is actively engaged 
in the practice of medicine. He was 
born in Cummingsville, Tenu., thirty- 
three years ago. His father was a phy- 
sician of more than ordinary fame, of 
Welsh lineage and in his mother's veins 
the Irish blood flowed, she being a de- 
scendant of a prominent family.

John Beigler, one of the nominees for 


the lower house of the state legislature, 
was born in Fairfield county, Ohio, iu 
1833. He was raised on a farm,received 
an excellent common school education 
and \*hen he became a young man en- 
gaged for boveral years iu the profession 
of teaching. He came to thi.s state in 
1857 and settled in Lafayette township, 
where he now resides.

C, M. Dawson, the candidate for su- 


perior court judge, is forty-two years of 
age. He graduated at a college in 
Pennsylvania, and in 1869 came to this 
city and took a position as assistant 
cashier of the Merchants National bank.
